Alabama street is the street which 
carries the dividing dine between Al­ 
bany and Decatur, one half of the 
street being in one city and one half 
in the other

: (Associated Press) 
PEfRO IT, Mich., Feb. 12—Victim 
of a fake intended for her husband, 
Mrs. Delsedia Lowry, 27, died last 
night. 
She was severely burned

her husband, flared back, setting fire 
to her clothing. 
Mrif. Lowry and her 30 year old hus­ 
band, agreed that if anyone was found 
unfaithful, the other should be priv­ 
ilege* to kill the unfaithful one, A 
week ago Mrs. Lowry charged Clif­ 
ford with 
being interested in other 
women and, in a fit of anger hurled a 
glass of gasoline on his bed. tossing 
a lighted match after it. 
The allegation was made Lowry said 
after his wife’s return from a visit to 
her former home in Kathleen, Bar­ 
tow County, Florida. 
The flames were thrown back, set­ 
ting fire to the woman's flimsy night 
clothing, before her husband, who es­ 
caped with minor burns could extin­ 
guish the flames.

JI The revenue act of 1924 provides that in computing net 
tocóme there may be deducted from gross income “a rsa 
sonable allowance for the exhaustion, wear, and tear of 
property used in trade or business, including a reasonable 
allowance for obsolescanes.” . For convenience this allow 
ance is usually referred to as "depreciation.” The dedue 
tion is confined ^ to property actually., usad in business» 
trade, profession, or yoeatiqn. 
In general it applies to 
capital assets, the cost of which can not be deducted as an 
exense. 
For example, a lawyer or physician is not per 
mitted to write, off as a current expense the cost of his 
professional library, but may deduct an allowance for Its 
depreciation. 
1 Deductions are not allowed for depreciation of a tax­ 
payer’s home, the furnishings therein, his personal ef­ 
fects, or clothing. Costumes used exclusively in the the­ 
atrical business, however, may be the subject o f a depre 
ciation allowance, 
Depreciation in the value of land, whether improved or 
unimproved, can not be claimed. 
No amount may be included for depreciation represent­ 
ing reduction ill value of property due to changes in en 
v iron men t—for example, loss in rental due to a change 
in the social or business condition of the neighborhood 
Neither is any change in the amount or rate of deprecia 
tion allowable on account of an increase or decrease in the 
market value of property. Fluctuation in the value of de­ 
preciable property has no bearing upon the rate of amount 
allowable for depreciation. 
Intangibles, the use of which in trade or business is 
definitely limited in duration may he tfeé subject of a de­ 
preciation allowance. 
Examples are patents, copyrights 
licenses and franchises.

The senate has placed the Muscle Shoals conference re­ 
port on the calendar for consideration Saturday and hope 
has been expressed by managers that a vote may he pb 
tained the same day. 
It seems that, after all ,the waj 
^s clearing for final enactment of Shoals legislation by 
gcofcgrese. 
House leaders declare that the report of the 
Senate and house conferees will receive an overwhelming 
majority in the lower branch, if it is approved in the 
Senate. 
Judging from previous votes in the house, that 
will be the case, for the representatives have ever shown 
kindly consideration for.the Shoals project. 
The senate 
has always been the scene of the bitterest battles. 
’t’hii conference report, as made by the conferees, is 
satisfactory to those most interested in the future 
of 
the Shoals, it is indicated by the address which Congress 
man Almon, of the Eighth district, delivered to his col­ 
leagues. and which is taken from the Congressional Rec 
ord as follows: 
Mr. Almon. 
Mr. Speaker, I am greatly pleased 
f with the conference report on the Muscle Shoals bill 
which has been signed by all of the conferees of both 
Houses and reported today to both Houses of Con­ 
gress. 
(Applause.) 
The measure reported by the 
conferees is a real fertiliser bill. 
No one can claim 
that it turns over Muscle Shoals to national defense 
and fertiliser, the uses for which it was developed.

While it is a revision of the Underwood bill, it re­ 
tains the fundaméntala of that bill. 
It should, and 
| no doubt will, be almost unanimously approved by 
both Houses of Congress. It will be a happy conclu- .
